Were Filled With Studying, Fun, And Friendship 


Sputniks split the atmosphere, Asian flu and the Chemise look 
swept the country, but the unique life at MHS progressed with 
the main topic of conversation being "next year at the new high 
school." 

With just thirty minutes to "enjoy" lunch, the students packed 
the cafeteria and overflowed to the benches in the halls and the 
ever popular stair steps during one of the five separate lunch 
periods. "Music to munch by," piped over the loud speaker 
system, was occasionally shattered by a booming voice announc- 
ing coming events or the sound of a tray spilling its contents 
on the worn tile floors. 

"Through rain or snow, we go, go, go," because students lacked 
sufficient gymnasium facilities. The chant continued with occas- 
ional interjections of "next year ... ", as the MHS'ers trudged 
to Turners Hall, the YMCA swimming pool, or the Field House 
for their gym classes. 

An enlarged counseling program was inaugurated this year, 
with two counselors for each grade level. Disciplinary problems 
and absences were handled by the respective counselors as well 
as advice and help in planning the future careers of the students. 

"Shifts" occurred, not only in lunch periods, but also in the 
assembly and lyceum programs. As the 428 members of the 
sophomore class alone filled the auditorium, the programs were 
duplicated for the junior-senior assembly. 

With an increased number of college-bound students the trend 
toward enrollment in college preparatory courses proportion- 
ately increased. From the sixteen required and seventy-eight 
elective subjects offered, schedules of varied content were formed 
with a trend towards English, advanced mathematics, and science 
courses. 

Early morning silence was broken with the arrival of students 
in varied excuses for transportation. Roadsters with duals, cus- 
tomized hotrods, and sleek late model cars lent the typical teen- 
age atmosphere to MHS. 

"Hey Joe, wait up!" "Have you got your trig done?" "Wasn’t 
that a hard exam yesterday?" These were common expressions 
as the tardy bell sounded amid the confusion and rush to first 
period classes. 

Mixed emotions filled the proud Moline students as final report 
cards were distributed. Talking of "next year ..." and "This 
summer I'm going to ... filled the air as the MHS’ers left 
behind them the old building filled with years of sentiment and 
looked toward future years in the "new high school."

Full of the Yuletide spirit, the music 
department presented the annual Christmas vespers, and the 
LO'T-Student Congress Santa Claus presented toys to under- 
privileged children in the Share Joys, Buy Toys campaign. 

Fun-packed holidays faded as the final semester exams filled 
the minds of students during the first month of the new year. 
Beginning the second semester, preparations were made for the 
production of "Brigadoon," the last musical production presented 
in the old building. Chants of "On to state, Moline!" echoed 
around the school as the Maroons advanced to the sectional 
division of the state basketball tournament. 

Announcement, Senior Ball, baccalaureate, commencement, and 
Swing-out committees were chosen to prepare for senior gradu- 
ation exercises, as rehearsals began for the senior ADC production 
of "Arabian Daze" with talent varying from "Ed Sullivan II" to 
"Handmaidens of Scheherazad." 

Final adieus spoken, hopes and wishes for the future extended, 
the students parted for varied summer activities, ending the term 
for the old building as a place of high school learning.

Counsel Us In Drafting Future Plans 


Preparing for the future, MHS students in addition to required 
courses chose elective subjects which afforded them the oppor- 
tunity of studying for the trade or profession they souqht to 
follow. 

Discussing careers and plans for further education with the 
counselors, the MHS student obtained advice on choosing a 
field for which he showed aptitude. Planning a course of study 
which would enable him to proceed to this chosen field was also 
completed with the cooperation of the counselors and advisers. 

Home economics, both as a class and an organization, offered 
the girls the opportunity to become better acquainted with 
homemaking skills. The family living courses sought to instruct 
them in preparing for a home and family. 

For the male portion of the student body, the industrial and 
technical knowledge of the instructors coupled with work in "the 
shop," offered the boys a basic understanding of a trade useful 
to them. 

Futures in business administration required study in the basic 
classes of bookkeeping, accounting, mathematics, and the tech- 
nical courses in typing, shorthand, transcription, and office prac- 
tice. To practice what was taught, a class in distributive education 
required the student to find and maintain a job of his choice and 
to report on this position and any advancement or trouble en- 
countered. 

As the time grew near to begin thinking of advanced study, 
the "college day" program offered students an opportunity to 
meet and discuss with the various college representatives, re- 
quirements and facilities of the varied institutions. 

The time finally arrived when the hours of study would "pay 
off" as scholarship tests were administered. 

With the final report card and plans for the future bright, 
the students, parting to proceed on the road to advanced study 
and practical applications of the knowledge gained in seeking 
their future, met the future confidently.

School Adds Two Counselors For Each Class

This year marks the beginning of a new kind of counseling 
system at MHS. Two counselors, a man and a woman, 
direct each class. Each counselor has become acquainted 
with students in a personal way, which enables the stu- 
dent to feel free in talking over his problem. 

In addition to counseling, they assist students with their 
programs, check on absences, and help in planning class 
social functions. The senior counselors aid the class mem- 
bers in picking colleges and notify them of the scholar- 
ships for which they are eligible. Each senior counselor 
also keeps informed about job vacancies in the area to 
assist prospective graduates in gettting positions. The 
junior and sophomore counselors help the underclassmen 
in selecting the proper courses for their careers.

English Stresses Self 


The English curriculum has several objectives: to teach 
young people to express themselves clearly in spoken and 
written language and to read with understanding and 
comprehension. MHS offers thirteen courses which re- 
quire the services of sixteen teachers. 



All sophomores are required to study a general English 
course, which includes composition and grammar and the 
reading of favorite classics and the best books. Construc- 
tion of plot, reality of characters, and historical setting 
are aspects of each classic which the class members enjoy 
studying and discussing. Each student is required to write 
eight themes a semester and read four books for book 
reviews. Building strong vocabularies is another impor- 
tant factor in sophomore English work. 

An honors course provides more reading and more 
writing than the standard course. To enroll in this course, 
a student must express a desire to be a member of the 
group, have the recommendation of his previous English 
teacher, and have a straight A record in English and high 
marks in other subjects. 

In the junior year students have a chance to develop 
particular interests in English by choosing one of the four 
available courses. American literature, in which prose and 
poetry by American authors are studied, attracts a large 
portion of the college-bound students. This year two clas- 
sics, "The Scarlet Letter" by Hawthorne and "Moby Dick" 
by Melville, and the literary magazine, "The Atlantic 
Monthly," were added to the course. An investigative 
paper is required as well as themes and book reports.

An honors course is also offered for juniors. This year there 
were two such classes. Another special junior course is Eng- 
lish-J in which the work in American literature classes is 
combined with the study of journalism and training for work 
on the publications. 

Communications, a course in which grammar and compo- 
sition are studied but in which the reading is more general 
than in the other courses, is also offered. Oral English is 
required of all juniors, one period weekly being devoted to 
giving individual speeches, panel discussions, and reports. 

Although senior English is elective, college-bound students 
generally enroll in English literature, in which they study 
Shakespeare, Milton, Stevenson, and Tennyson in addition 
to many other popular authors and poets. Composition, a 
one-semester course, is a study of grammar and theme 
writing which prepares pupils for college rhetoric. English 
contemporary is offered one semester for seniors. A one 
semester remedial reading course is offered to students who 
wish to improve their reading speed and comprehension. 

The library, constantly used by English students, provides 
books for book reports and reference material for investiga- 
tive papers. In the spring each English teacher submits lists 
of books to be ordered for department needs.

Various Sciences Develop 


Individual social studies courses include world history, 
United States history, government, economics, business 
law, and commercial geography. 

Sophomores are required to take world history, a study 
of the major cultures of the world with special stress upon 
the relationships of the past with the present. Juniors 
take United States history, a study of the United Nations 
and other world organizations as well as the complete 
history of the United States and the Latin American 
countries. Written reviews of historical books and a term 
paper are required in both history courses. Each senior 
must take a one-semester course in government. To be- 
come familiar with local election procedures, the party 
system, and the rights of citizens, the classes visit the city 
council, welfare office, local courts, and board of educa- 
tion. Every prospective graduate must pass an examina- 
tion on state and national constitutions. 

Geography, law, and economics are one-semester elec- 
tive courses. Geography includes the religion, climate, 
population, natural resources, and form of government 
of all major countries; law considers contracts, taxes, real 
and personal property in relation to an average citizen 
engaged in typical business; economics concerns banking, 
international trade, insurance, and stock market opera- 
tions.

Although mathematics is certainly a field in itself, its re- 
lation to other branches of science is emphasized; for 
example, the equation of algebra becomes an indispens- 
able tool in physics and chemistry. Plane geometry is 
open to sophomores, juniors, and seniors. Advanced alge- 
bra stresses the equation as a means of solving problems. 
Solid geometry and trigonometry, offered to seniors pri- 
marily, concerns the "measurement'' of three dimension 
figures. Seniors who need a review of basic math princi- 
ples are required to enroll in a non-credit refresher math 
class. 

Three elective science courses: biology, chemistry, and 
physics attract 522 students. In biology the student learns 
the fundamentals of plant and animal life, the use of the 
microscope and dissecting tools, and the recognition of 
local flora and fauna. In chemistry he learns the basic 
facts about composition of matter and its changes. In 
physics he learns modern scientific developments and the 
fundamentals of mechanics, heat, sound, light, magnetism, 
and electricity. 

Industrial arts acquaints boys with basic ideas and skills 
of welding, auto mechanics, metal and woodworking, and 
drafting. Drafting includes mechanical and architectural 
drawing, tool and structural designing. Woodworking and 
cabinet making teaches the use of hand tools and the 
basic power tool operations. Machine shop helps boys 
to set up and operate basic toolroom machines and the 
vocational aspect of the shop.

Arts, Languages Add Culture 


Developing a sense of awareness of his own sensitivity to 
beauty and good taste and confidence in expressing him- 
self creatively is the objective of the art courses. Ad- 
vanced classes study drawing, painting, three-dimesion 
construction, and printing; also illustration, advertising 
techniques, and sculpture. Crafts classes do creative work 
with leathers, metal, wood, glass, plastics, and jewelry. 
Pottery classes handle clay, creating original ceramic 
pieces. 

More than three hundred students report daily for 
work in the vocal and instrumental music groups. Be- 
ginners' choruses learn breath control, correct diction, 
clear enunciation, and proper tone quality. Members of 
the girls’ choir and operetta workshop, quartets, sextets, 
trios, and soloists are chosen by tryouts. The band and 
orchestra learn to play their instruments harmoniously, to 
develop smooth phrasing, and to master basic techniques. 

Four years of Latin and two of French and Spanish help 
students to become acquainted with the language and 
customs of the country and to understand English words 
and sentence structure. This year two hundred-fifty enrol- 
led in the four years of Latin. The first two years, stu- 
dents study basic word forms and vocabulary; the third, 
they translate Cicero's speeches; the fourth Vigil's "Ae- 
neid.” Translations, grammar, and conversation are em- 
phasized in French and Spanish.

Home Ec, Business Aid Careers 



Home economics is based on the principle that the family 
is one of the major institutions with which education in a 
democratic society should be concerned. Foods and nu- 
trition, clothing selection and construction, good groom- 
ing and enjoyment of leisure time are phases taught in 
foods and clothing, open to all girls. Family living is open 
only to seniors. Foods classes plan and prepare nutritious 
and well-balanced meals and learn the techniques of cook- 
ing. Clothing classes study color, design, and textiles. 
The girls progress from the making of a simple dress to 
a suit or coat. Family living teaches the meaning of mar- 
riage and child care. This course also considers home 
decoration, in which girls choose a house plan, furnishings, 
and a decorating scheme. 

Typing, shorthand, bookkeeping, office practice, and 
distributive education comprise the courses in business 
education. Anyone may take typing, offered each year.

Four years of physical education are required for gradua- 
tion, sophomores meeting twice a week; juniors and sen- 
iors, three times a week. Seniors are also required to take 
first aid. Because the school lacks many physical educa- 
tion facilities, classes use the YMCA swimming pool, Turn- 
ers gym, Wharton Field House, and Browning Field in 
addition to the high school gym. Exercises and group 
games played in the gym classes emphasize sportsmanship 
and the rules of the game. Students are placed in swim- 
ming classes according to their ability and know-how in 
the basic skills of swimming. Gymnastics classes add an 
interesting variation to the physical education program. 

To learn to use a car safely and lawfully, pupils enroll 
in the driver training classes, each class meeting one hour 
a week. In the safety classes, which meet twice weekly, 
the students learn the fundamentals of driving. Four new 
dual control cars are supplied each year by local auto- 
mobile dealers for student use. Early in the course, each 
student secures a temporary driving permit obtained by 
passing two preliminary tests. The four instructors pre- 
pare for their work by attending an intensive course in 
driver education sponsored by the Chicago Motor Club.

In the opening quarter against Thomas Jefferson, the 
Maroons took advantage of Jefferson's fumbles as Bob 
Graham and Ron Best scored two quick TD's. Breaking a 
tie score in the fourth quarter, Jeff Buck scored for a 
21-14 Maroon victory. 

High scoring and wide open offense highlighted the 
third game at the Rock Island stadium. The Maroons and 
Rocky’s Booker Edgerson had an exciting scoring duel but 
the Rocks emerged victorious with a score 33-26. The 
Rocky Stadium jinx had proved successful for the twenty- 
first year in succession. 

With renewed confidence the Maroons hosted an ex- 
ceptionally big Washington eleven from Cedar Rapids. 
Although the Warriors were the first to score, Bob Gra- 
ham, Ron Best and Tom Seitz each crossed the end zone; 
Washington could repeat but once. The final score stood 
21-13 for the third Maroon victory. 

Homecoming spirits dropped when the flu epidemic 
entering the Panther's cage caused East Moline to with- 
draw. A last minute scheduling of the Pioneers reduced 
spirits more as Moline fell 34-7 before a powerful Alle- 
man crew. 

Iowa City, the next opponent scheduled, could only 
tie a 7-7 deadlock. Grabbing a 7-0 first quarter lead, the 
Little Hawks made it stick until the fourth quarter when 
Moline speedster, Tom Seitz, rambled 83 yards for a 
touchdown. John Staack converted and the deadlock 
stood. 

Everything was in favor of Davenport as the injury and 
flu riddled Maroons met a powerful and undefeated Blue 
Devil team.

Moline won three first place wrestling titles when Gary 
Brown, Norm McLean, and Gary Young again helped out 
by winning the first places at the sectional meet in Rock 
Island.

Completing their second year at MHS the gymnastics 
team finished in good form. With 57'/2 points the team 
captured first at the University of Iowa and placed sixth 
at Arlington Heights. In a dual meet with Marshalltown, 
Iowa, Moline won 93-32. At the University of Illinois the 
gym team edged Carmi 72*/2-7U/2. 

Under the direction of Coach Bob Bennett this year's 
team increased to 25 members over last year's eight. 
Practice sessions were held at the Moline Turners sixth 
periods. Numerous exhibitions were made by the team 
in addition to their meets. 

Senior Larry Drain was high scoring man on the team 
at interscholastic meets scoring in parallel bars, flying 
rings, still rings, trampoline and side horse. Junior Don 
Peck, scored high in still rings, parallel bars and high bar. 
Other high scorers were Paul Jefford, Dale Murty, and 
Bob Johnson. 


At the first annual state gymnastics meet held at the 
University of Illinois in Urbana, the maroon "muscle men" 
team copped the seventh place trophy.
